The trial of William DeCoursey for 


the murder of John Miner stretched 
its weary length through the hot sum- 
mer afternoon and brought out noth- 
ing of startling importance. 
It was 


in the courtroom, and at times the 
cheering buzz of tbe electric fan was 
bushed 
in order that some weak 


voiced witness might be beard by the 
jury. The scene was repeated this 
morning, but no one lost bis temper, 
there was remarkably good progress 
and everybody expressed gratification 
at the results obtained. 


Bill De Coursey is tbe one person 


who shows no interest. Lolling lazily 
in a comfortable chair he soon found 
that being tried for murder is not tbe 
most awful of sensations, and there 
were times when it seemed as though 
he slept. His eyes were dosed, and 
he did not move a muscle. Once a fly 
alighted on bis forehead and walking 
leisurely down the ridge of bis promi- 
nent niise finally flew away without 
causing him to move a muscle. 
He 


smiled pleasantly when he left the 
courtroom in company with his wife 
and Sheriff Hedge and shook hands 
with a number of his old time friends. 
Mr?. DeCoursey showed her pleasure 
by remaining close to bis side, and 
there was no evidence of that report- 
ed terror for crowds that has kept her 
from Coshocton for 20 years or more. 
She is shy in manner, but in no other 
way shows her discomfort. 


Poor Mrs. Miner, the picture Of sor- 


row stricken, 
hardworking woman- 


hood, excites general sympathy. Small 
in stature and almost frail she sits in 
silence. 
Her frieends cheer her in 
their homely, good natuTed way. but 
the story of the tragedy, repeated 
again and again, doubtless recalls 
many traits in the dead husband and 
opens afresh tbe fountains of her 
grief. Yet she is brave, and not a 
tear has fallen from those deeo set 
eyes- Her only expression is an "ecca- 
sional sigh. 


FRIDAY AFTERNOON. 


Stories of tbe People Who Saw the Strngilt 


at the Trestle. 


Captain James was cross examining 


Lewis Gwilliams when the report of 
THE AGE closed Friday afternoon. He 
questioned the witness closely, but 
the old mac's testimony was not to 
be shaken. The facts that Miner was 
very drunk and that De Coursey could 
have killed him longbefore the"scuffle 
were brought out. 
Captain James 


endeavored to show by the witness 
that DeCoursey was wild and didn't 
know what he was doing, and there 
were objections and exceptions before 
Gwilliams was finally allowed to say 
that he didn't know but he had never 
seen De Coursey act in that way be- 
fore. 


Chief John Mapel was called, and 


testified that he had gone to Cones- 
ville in company with Sheriff Hedge 
and Doctor Marshall, and bad seen 
Miner's body. He produced the revol- 
ver alleged to be the one DeCoursey 
had used, and as it contained four 
cartridges Captain James and Mr. 
Pomerene wanted them removed. 
Prosecutor Wheeler 
ignored their 


wishes, saying there was no danger, 
until he had shown the weapon to the 
jury. Then it was returned to the 
•officer who soon brought it back with 
all chambers empty. ~ It was submit- 
ted inevidence. 
"We live on the hillside pretty close 
to where the difficulty occurred." said 
Mrs. Guilliams in answer to the pros- 
ecutor's questions. '-I heard them 
quarreling and looked out of a door. 
DeCoursey said be would blow Miner's 
brains out if he didn't move on, but I 
didn't hear what Miner said. De- 
Coursey hit him with his fist and he 
fell down. He got up and Decoursey 
pushed him over and kicked at him. 
Miner struggled up and grabbed De- 
Coursey- They struggled and went 
down. Miner got on top and I saw 
and heard two shots. Miner rolled off 
and DeCoursey struggled 
up and 
screamed so I ran to a neighbor's 
house. There was light enougfi to see 
plainly what was going on." 


Mr. Pomerene conducted a cross ex- 


amination and brought out the fact 
that Mrs. Guilliams* bearing is very 
good. 


"How old are yon.'" he asked. 
"I don't know as I am compelled to 
answer," she said with a spirit while 
a ripple of laughter swept through 
the room. 


"Well, I supposed yon bad reached 


the age when you were not sensitive," 
remarked tbe attorney with a smile. 
-Are yon TO?" 
"1 am 75, sir," was the ready re- 
sponse. 


" "Your eyesight is not good?'' 
"I can see well enough.'" 
And tbe attorney returned to his 
questions. They covered every phase 
of the testimony but were used with 
the apparent object of showing that 
if DeCoursey had so desire:! he could 
have shot Miner many times before 
tbe final struggle. Particularly did 
the answers show that the crime 
could have been commtted in a lonely 
spot west of the Guilliams house 
where no one could have witnessed it. 
Jacob Cupps was an active witness. 


He related that be bad seen tbe men 
struggling and ran to tbe spot. When 
he was within 45 feet two shots were 


fired and DeCoursey arose and point- 
big tbe revolver at him ordered him 
to come no nearer, lie described the 
manner in which he ran to DeCoursey 
aud deprived him of tbe revolver. 


Attorney Adams then took him in 
band. Cupps was a willing witness 
and to show tbe lawyer bow the men 
were struggling stepped out of the 
box and securing a good hold quickly 
threw him. The audience laughed so 
heartily that Judge Eason rapped for 
order. 


"I do not know who was on top 


when the shots were fired," said 
Cupps. "I didn't consider DeCoursey 
very drunk. He wasn't wild. He act- 
ed as if scared. He said, "My God, 
Jake, 1 didn't intend to kill him!" 


Howard Jones was tbe first witness 
after the afternoon recess. In the 
most deliberate manner be placed one 
foot on the railing of the box and 
answered questions. He was at tbe 
McCullougb bouse tbe night of t be 
murder and saw it from there. He 
ran to tbe spot after the shots were 
fired and told substantially the same 
story as Cupps as to tbe disarming of 
DeCoursey. 


When cross examined by Mr. Pom- 


erene be said he bad heard DeCoursey 
say to Miner. "If vou dou't go on up 
tbe track I'll bhoot you.'' "I cau't 
say DeCoursey was wild. He screa*ned 
after we got to him. He was lament- 
ing, making a sort of a groaning 
noise, but I couldn't understand what 
he said.'1 


David Davis said DeCoursey had 


been in tbe pay onice at tbe mines tbe 
morning of May 25, auti iie bad seen 
him ID tbe otlice in the evening. He 
had been brought there by Wheeler 
and Wright and said to Mr. Davis "I 
.am in trouble. Can't yon help me?" 
"It is a little hard for me to say 
whether he was drunk or sober," said 
Mr. Davis on cross examination. 
"I 
said before the coroner that he bad 
the appearance of a man being drunk. 
They put bimon the tloor iu theollice 
until tbe officers could come, but I 
don't think Billy was asleep. He cov- 
ered his face with bis hands and 
moaned." 


Lewis Miller, who lives near the 
scene of the tragedy, was next. His 
voice is weak altnough be looks like a 
strong man. He told the storv of the 
scuffle and shooting much as Mrs. 
Guilliams hud told it, -but be could 
not bear what the men said. 


When undergoing a cross examina- 


tion by Mr. Adams be admitted there 
was shrubl«;ry in the yard and b.is 
view was oastructcd. Things might 
have happened that be did not see. 


Mrs. Lewis Miller came to the stand 
with her pretty babe in her arms. Her 
voice is as well developed as her hus- 
band's is weak, and she related bow 
DeCoursey nourished 
the revolver, 
struck Miner, was pulled over and 
the shots were fired as aid the others. 
To Mr. Pomerene she said there was 
much shrubbery between the window 
where she stood and the scene of the 
tragedy. 


W. C- McColIongh saw the struggle 


and shooting from bis house nearby. 
He corroboiated much of what Cupps 
and' Jones bad said regarding tbe 
capture. "DeCoursey was taken over 
the trestle,"' he said, "but he came 
back and said. 'I'll kick his (Miner's) 
heart out if anybody wants to see it.' 
He had a knife. I 3on"t know what 
became of it. 


"Was that Miner's knife?" asked 


Mr. Pomerene. 
"I don't know. It was a common 


pocket knife. I don't know where he 
got it. I saw Miner strike at- him, 
and when the shooting was done I 
guess DeCoursey was on his back un- 
derneath Miner. There might have 
been a wound on DeCoursey's head, 
but I didn't see it. I think he said 
about three tiroes that be would kick 
Miner's heart out." 


Clarence McCoIlough was with the 
party at his father's bouse, and de- 
scribed the shooting. "I saw DeCour- 
sey afterwards near where Miner's 
body lay and he said be would kick or 
cut out Miner's heart if anybody 
wanted to see it-" 
Katie McCullough 
was another 


member of the party. 
She saw tbe 
struggle, heard the shots and ran into 
the house. When cross examined by 
Mr. Pomereneshcsaidshedidn't know 
whether tbe men were friends. 


Miss Celia McCollcugh was tbe 


witness before 
adjournment, 
testimony did not differ from 
stones told by other members of 
party at her father's house and 
was not cross examined.

SATURDAY MORNING. 


Witness After Witness Testified For the 


Proscntion. 


De Coursey looked as well as usual 


when Sheriff Hedge brought him into 
c»urt_ He had slept well and showed 
no evidences of uneasiness. Mrs. De- 
Coursey soon appeared and took her 
place beside him. Tbe courtroom was 
comfortably filled. Mrs. Miner came 
in after tbe trial bad commenced. 


Alphonso Wright was the first wit- 
ness- '•! was sitting in my stable 
door when I heard a noise down the 
track and started down the track. I 
saw women and children looking down 
tbe road, and a little farther down I 
met DeCouisey. I said 'My God Bill, 
What have yon been doing." He told 
me he bad killed John Miner. I told 
him 
be 
bad certainly done a bad 
thing. He said he had to do it- He 
asked me what be should do, and af- 
ter studying a little I told him to go 
to Conesville, get on the train and go 
to Coshocton and give himself up. He 
wanted me to get my team and go, but 
I told him I would go with him to 
get on the train. We started for 
Conesville. I had an anxiety to see 
Miner, and when we reached the place 
De Coursey went around the road and 
I went to where the body lay. Miner's 
bat was over his face and I lifted it 
and looked at him. I met DeCoursey 
at the next crossing, and Bill Wbeeler 


bad hi£ knife out, and be bad to kil 
him. He got down with his bead be- 
tween two ties and showed iue how 
Miner bad him down." 


Mr. Pomerene took tbe witness in 
band, and intelligently questionec 
him. In answer be said: "My sta 
ble is half a mile away from tbe scene 
of the murder. 
Tbe noise I beaic 


came from Miner's nouse where they 
had just heard tbe news of bis death 
DeCoursey was alone when I met 
him, but people were passing along 
the track." 


"Did you notice a wound on De 
Coursey's head?" 
"I did. It was bleeding. There was 
a bruise under his left eye. I can't 
say it was a clean cut wound, but it 
was straight across his bead. It was 
cot a jagged wound." 


Prosecutor Wheelerobjected to this 
testimony, but Mr. Pomerene carried 
bis point, and then brought from tbe 
witness that DeCoursey was anxious 
to come to Coshocton and give him- 
self up. offering to pay the witness. 
•'I saw DeCoursey near wbeie tbe 


trouble occurred. Cupps was bolding 
him and he was making a terrible 
fuss. Cupps wanted some one to help 
him and I took DeCoursey by the 
shoulder and took him across the 
trestle anil let him loose. He came 
back and said, 'I fixed him, and if you 
people want to see me I can kick his 
heart out or cut it out.' 
DeCoursey 


then went up the track, and I nest 
saw him when he came back with 
Wright. He went down the road and 
Wright came to see the body. Wright 
and I then cauubt up with DeCoursev 
and took him to Mr. Davis' office 
When the officers came I went back 
up to where tbe deed was done." 


Captain James conducted the cross- 
examination. 
His questions were 
pointed, and be succeeded in having 
the witness detail the movements im- 
mediately after the shooting." De- 
Coursey was halloing and caving when 
I got there. It was pretty vicious, 
thought." 
"Can't you imitate bis voice?" 
"I can't, but he was making consid- 
erable fuss. 
It was pretty tolerably 


wild. Suchas a man who was drink- 
ing would do. I didn't pay any atten- 
tion to the words be used. 
It was 


kind of a wild racket. Miner was not 
very far from him. 
He looked wild 
out of his eyes. After we took him 
across the trestle he bad quit holloing. 
But he had a wild stare in his counte- 
nance. I never saw him in such a 
frame of mind before. 
Captain James wanted to bring out 
that DeCoursey looked wild and tbe 
prosecutor objected. 
The court al- 


lowed the witness to answer, and an 
exception was noted. 


"He didn't art like an insane man", 
replied the witness, and after many 
questions, during which objections 
were made and exceptions were noted, 
the witness was allowed to go. It was 
a rigid examination and perhaps tbe 
most stirring to that time of the 
trial. 


Wheeler was recalled, and Captain 
James asked: 


"Wasn't DeCoursey pretty drunk?" 
"He seemed to1*." 
"How did he walk?" asked Prosecu- 
tor Wheeler. 
"He walked pretty fair." 
"Did he stagger when left alone?" 


asked the Captain. 
:'I don't know about that. We 


didn't brace him 
a great sjgbt. 


He was intoxicated of course." 


Alphonso Wright was recalled and 
Attorney Pomerene said, ''Isn't it a 
fact that DeCoursey was very much 
under tbe influence"of iiquor?" 


"He was staggering drunk. 
We 


thought we could get him along bet- 
rer by taking his arms. If he was 
walking alone he staggered from side 
to side and lost time. He went to 
sleep in the office. The way he sat 
and looked I suppose he went to 
sleep." 
"Hadn't DeCoursey and Miner been 


good fnends?" 
'•They bad as far as I know." 
"Wasn't Miner noted in that com- 


munity as being one of the powerful 
men among those miners?" asked the 
attorney after the witness bad said 
Miner was younger and stronger than 
DeCoursey. Prosecutor Wheeler ob- 
jected and was sustained. 
Wright was then taken before De- 


Coursey who was made to bend his 
head. "Is this scar." asked Mr. Pom- 
erene, "part of the wound you saw 
tbat nighi?" 
"I couldn't say positively but I 
think it is,'" was the ready answer. 


William Hall said: 
"After 
the 
fight I went from home to within 
about 100 yards of the place. DeCour- 
sey was on the track and Jit was about 
two minutes after the gun was fired. 
DeCoursey was doing right smart of 
holloing. He crossed the trestle and 
came back with a knife open. He 
jumped over tbe dead body and said 
be could cut, or kick bis heart out if 
anv one wanted to see it." 
"The state rests." said Prosecutor 


Wbeeler and Judge Eason announced 
a recess. It'was then almost ten 
O'ClOCK.

Mr. TKEXON, June 22 (Special.;—

mainder of his days in the Ohio peni- 
tentiary for the murder of Mrs. Sarah 
Jane Hess. Judge Wickham over- 
ruled the motion for a new trial and 
pronounced the sentence. 


Houck was brought into court bv 
the sheriff, and Colonel Cooper in- 
luired whether the judge had seen 
ihe motion for a new trial, and Judge 
Wickham said he had. He then suo- 
m it tee! the motion without argument. 
Judge Waghtfor the prosecution said 
the state would not argue and. after 
he customary courtesies had passed 
Jetween the attorneys Judge Wick- 
lam took up the motion. 


Judge Wickham said be would over- 


rule the motion for a new trial. The 
defense asked the court to note excep- 
Jons and said he would give Houck's 
ittorneys 50 days in which to file a 
bill of exceptions. 


Judge Wickham here asked Houck 
to stand up and asked if be bad any- 
hing to say why sentence should not 
>e passed upon him. Iiouck replied 
n the negative. A death like silence 
filled the room as Judge Wickbam 
said: 


"It is the duty of the court to im- 


pose the sentence provided by law, 
and I sentence you to the peniten- 
tiary at hard labor for life and to pay 
the costs of prosecution." 


Houck did not change expression. 
He seemed to be expecting the blow 
and stood ready to receive. He was at 
once taken in charge by thesLe.-iff and 
returned to the county jaiL True to 
the policy he has followed since his 
arrest Houck said nothing. 


Houck was taken to the penitentiary 
at Columbus Saturday morning. 
His 


family were not in court when the 
sentence was pronounced.

Two Nebraska Families Caught 


by a Terrible Storm. 


BABES BLOWN FROM MOTHER'S ARMS 


It Wa» at Dancing Cyclone, Vffclck 


Jb««p«<l Over S*me Houses and De- 
molished Other*— Clothing Stripped 
From "Victims of the Whirling De- 
mon—Sis Children Perished. 
Omaha, June 22. — One of the most 


terrific tornadoes in several years 
s-wept through tbe vicinity of Napier. 
Neb., according to advices that were 
received here. Of one family Ja- 
cob Greening; and wife, ivho are fatal- 
ly hurt, and their 14-year-old daugh- 
ter Grace, who is seriously injured, 
are all that survive. The dead are. 
Margaret Greening, aged 7; Maggie, 
8; Joan, 4, and Jacob, Jr., 2. Of a 
family of six named Anderson, traro 
children, Ida and Clara, aged 7 and 8, 
were Jailed- The mother, Mrs. Mary 
Anderson, was not badly hurt. August 


. tb*?- fathpr, was away froia 
tfee-tisse. Xo other casual- 


ties are as yet reported- The family 
of Jacob Berg and a man named Met* 
were injured when their houses were 
demolished, but not seriously. 


Mrs. Anderson said: "When I saw 


the storm coiniag I grabbed the 
youngest child and took it with me. 
"When the storm struck it took it right J 
into tae air and that was the last of j 
it. I hurried to my other children but I 
the storm took two of them from me 
and killed them. I laid down and held 
my baby. The wind also took it away 
from me. A timber struck me and 
broke my shoulder. After the stonn 
all my clothes acd shoes and stock- 
Ings were gone." 


Mrs. Greening, mother of the Green- 


ing family, is expected to live but a 
short time. Her shoulder is broken 
and she is injured internally. The 
father of the Greening family was 
found a quarter of a mile from the 
house, badly mangled. Both arms. 
both legs and his back were broken 
and absolutely there is no chance for 
his life. Uttle Maggie and Jacob 
Greening were found 600 yards from 
where the house stood. They were 
stripped of all their ciotbing. but were 
cot disfigured. The other two chil- 
dren were close to the house and were 
in fell view of their mother and eld<?r 
sister, who couid see them bat coulf 
reader no assistance. 


Jlr. and Mrs. Hermann were out a 


short distance from Napier and both 
were injured. Mrs. Hermann was 
struck on the head and badly injurf-d.

the Cubans would eventually accept 
the Platt amendment as It was offered, 
the administration Is not elated or sur- 
prised at the news from Cuba of the 
unconditional acceptance of the stipu- 
lations required by the United States 
to assure the permanency of Cuba's In- 
dependence after it shall have been 
fully acquired. While there Is no sug- 
gestion beard from anybody speaking 
for the administration that the Calted 
States will net In good faith carry out 
Its promises to Cuba and in good sea- 
son leave it to govern itself, there is 
some doubt felt and sometimes 
pressed, accordins to a Washington 
dispatch to the XIMY York Times, as to 
the ability of the f'ubans to do all that 
they have undertaken to do after they 
have been released. 
- There will be no precipitate haste on 
the part of the war department to 
withdraw the troops remaining in Cu- 
ba, and when they are recalled It will 
be gradually, so that until it is evident 
that the precautions adopted by Cuba 
to maintain the peace within her bor- 
ders have been sufficient to Justify cut- 
ting loose, the nucleus of a force from 
the United States triU be kept to the 
island as much for the sake of the 
business men as to assure the admin- 
istration that at the first opportunity 
for revolution the island shall not be- 
come the sceae of disorder and de«true- 
tion. 


It is believed that It will take some 


months to organize the Cuban govern- 
ment, the law for the conduct of the 
election having still to be completed. 
The election itself, it is believed, will 
be conducted without serious disorder, 
but the preservation of order may be 
attributed to the continued presence of 
the authority and forces of the United 
States. 


The anxiety of Cuba's friends in 


Washington is as to what may happen 
after a Cuban army has been raised 
and given control of such matters as 
are now regulated by the military 
forces of the United States. The army, 
it is feared, may be used by the faction 
in power in a mischievous way and 
•without those conservative restraints 
that have come to be characteristic of 
the use of the artsy bv the United 
States. 


Representative Hepburn of Iowa ex- 


pressed gratification at the action of 
the Cuban constitutional convention, 
but he has grave doubts abont the suc- 
cess of the people in undertaking to 
govern themselves. 


"I should like to see every political 


tie between the United States and 
Cuba severed," he said, "but I realize 
that "we will be obliged to exercise 
some sort of supervision over the is- 
land. In my opinion the Cubans are j 
not capable of self srovernment, and j 
my prediction is that in 12 months the '

"1 believe that things win ran alone 


smoothly now," said the senator. "The 
Cubans did the right thing In accepting 
the amendment, and this government 
will deal fairly with them. All that 
was needed was a thorough under- 
standing, and that has been reached. 
ViUj tbe result that they hare accepted 
our terms. Of course we cannot Im- 
mediately withdraw from the Island. 
Xo reasonable person expects that, for 
there is no authority to whom we could 
turn over the government. 


"The next step, and one which It la 


absolutely lecessary to take, Is for the 
convention to pass election laws, fixing 
a date for the election of a president 
and other officers of the government, as 
provided for In their constitution. Un- 
der this law the military government 
will call an election, and when -n of 
the machinery of government Is organ- 
ized we will turn over affairs to them, 
but not until then. This will require 
some time bow long I cannot say. 
but it will, 1 believe, be done within 
reasonable limitations." 


Senatoi Burrows was pleased at the 


action of the Cuban constitutional con- 
vention in accepting the Platt amend- 
ment.

would accept. They have simply been 
playing and dickering for the beat 
terms they could get. What they have 
done Is the best thing that could have 
happened to Cuba. Xo people have 
ever obtained their independence be- 
fore at such a small cost of blood and 
money. 
This government has dealt 


most liberally with Cuba—more libers 
ally than any other government would 
have done."
